SUBJECT: HB 2360 - SB 2545

This bill, if enacted, will provide that the salary for certain state government

chief attorneys shall not be less than the salary provided for district public defenders,

and the salary for certain full-time state government attorneys shall be not less than

the salary provided for a full-time assistant district public defender with comparable

years of service.  The agencies specified include audit, financial institutions,

environment and conservation, correction, economic and community development,

education, employment security, finance and administration, general services, human

services,  commerce and insurance, labor, personnel, health, revenue, safety, secretary

of state, tourist development, transportation, treasury, veterans affairs, youth

development, MH/MR, agriculture, public service commission, comptroller of the

treasury, and office of legal services.

The fiscal impact from enactment of this bill is estimated to result in an increase

in state expenditures of approximately $2,400,000 of which $800,000 will be salary

adjustments for chief attorneys and $1,600,000 will be salary adjustments for full-time

attorneys.
